Eisenhower said he thought this 
rise of about 65.000 over the pres­ 
ent annual quota of 154,657 immi­ 
grants is justified by the country’s 
past growth and current economic 
conditions. 
He said too that it would be a 
recognition of "our responsibili­ 
ties of world leadership." 
In a special message, Eisenhow­ 
er also told the lawmakers there 
is need to speed up the process 
of

aliens— 
persons who have “been found to 
be criminals of the lowest charac­ 
ter, trafficking in murder, narcot­ 
ics and subversion." 
He said Atty. Gen. Brownell will 
submit a proposal in this field 
later. 
The President’s message dealt 
to a great extent with recommen­ 
dations for revision of the 1952 
McCarran-Walter Act, which be­ 
came law over the veto of former 
President Truman.

fields: 
1. Granting discretion to the at­ 
torney general to waive technical­ 
ities in special cases where aliens 
seek entry to the United States. 
At present Congress must pass in­ 
dividual bills in such cases and 
the President is required to act 
separately on each measure. 
Eisenhower said granting the at­ 
torney general the requested dis­ 
cretion "would substantially elim­ 
inate the need for private legisla­ 
tive redress in this area."

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Gas fame Settled 


The wonderful thing about the American 
theory of a government of balanced powers is 
that it works so well in practice. 
It has worked again. The U S Senate has 
reasserted its right to determine by law what is 
and what is not subject to federal control. 
The Senate’s 53-to-38 vote for the natural gas 
bill, which already had been passed by the 
House of Representatives, was a legislative re­ 
buke to the judicial branch for its attem pt in 
two spilt court decisions to go against the cjear 
intent of Congress in a law passed in 1938. 
That law spelled out where federal control 
could be applied in the natural gas industry. 
It did not include producers of natural gas. 
In 1954. the federal judiciary went beyond its 
proper function of upholding the Constitution 
and got into the function of making public 
policy. It did this by reading into the Natural 
Gas Act of 1938 something Congress had not put 
into it. 
It was the same issue that became familiar 
under the original New Deal, only the other 
way around, then. At that time, the Supreme 
Court had to be rebuked for refusing to let 
Congress make policy. This time. Congress re­ 
buked the Supreme Court for trying to make 
policy in its own right. 
This Is the theory of balanced power in action. 
Politicians and special pleaders threw double 
fistfuls of dust in the people’s eyes to confuse 
the issue in the gas controversy. 
There was almost as much gas generated in 
the Capitol as there was in the gas fields dur­ 
ing the debate. Both parties were split. Every­ 
thing under the sun was dragged into the argu­ 
ment. 
But the param ount issue was whether or not 
the Senate would reaffirm in 1956 what it affirm ­ 
ed in 1938 and what the House reaffirmed in 
1955—that producers in the gas fields are not 
subject to federal control—that gas does not 
come under federal control until it begins to 
move across state lines, thereby becoming in­ 
terstate commerce. 
The issue now is settled.

Alabama Isn't Ready 


The violence that has caused the University 
of Alabama to use its police power to exclude 
the university’s first Negro student from classes 
until further notice points up the desegregation 
problem in the Deep South 
Alabama is not ready for desegregation. The 
U S. Supreme Court ruling cannot be enforced 
by Alabamans themselves, and there is no other 
way to enforce it. 
The southern states that are unable to control 
their people and whose people have neither the 
desire nor ability to control themselves will 
have to fall back on one legal dodge after an­ 
other until time and evolution have run along a 
good deal further. They are not capable of 
guaranteeing equal rights. 
This is the shape the desegregation issue is 
taking throughout the southern states. The Su­ 
preme Court has forced them to abandon the 
practice of segregation based on color. They 
are turning to other devices for getting the 
same result. 
These will be difficult to put into effect and 
to keep in effect.

It went like 
this: ‘After all, while we stand for 
political democracy, they stand for 
economic democracy. Fundament­ 
ally these are but two slightly dif­ 
ferent roads to the same goal. We 
both believe in freedom ’ 
“ We must all rem ember t h a t 
sophisticated lie 
We 
will 
never 
forget*it. For it partly poisoned 
two whole decades of our national 
life. It insinuated itself into our 
schools, our public forums, some 
of our news channels, some of our 
labor unions, and — most terrify­ 
ingly — into our government it­ 
self. 


"WHAT DID THIS penetration 
into government m ean’ It meant 
contamination in some degree of 
virtually every departm ent, every 
agency, every bureau, every sec­ 
tion of our government. It meant 
a government by men whose very 
brains were confused by the opiate 
of this deceit. These men were ad­ 
visers in a foreign policy that — 
on one side of the world — weakly 


implacable enemy whose appetite 
for conquest snarptned with every j 
victory. This penetration m eant a 
domestic policy whose tone was set j 
by men who sneered and scoffed j 
at warnings of the enemy infiltrat­ 
ing our most secret counsels. 
"It m eant — in its most ugly 
triumph — treason itself. 
“These years have, indeed, been I 
a harrowing time in our history. 
It has been a time of both honest 
illusion and dishonest betrayal — 
both terribly costly.

Navy Plane Reported

WASHINGTON UU — A Navy 
plane en route to the antarctic on 
a search mission has been reported 
down in Venezuela. 
A Navy spokesman said today 
the report did not indicate whether 
the plane crashed or made an 
emergency landing or whether any 
of the seven men aboard were hurt. 
The Neptune P2V took off from 
Patuxent Naval Air Station, Md., 
Monday to help in the search for a 
small plane missing since Feb. 3 
with seven crewmen. It was flying 
toward the antarctic by way of 
Puerto Rico and South America. 
The spokesman said the last re­ 
port from the long-range patrol 
bomber was that it was losing pow­ 
er and unable to reach the Piarco 
Airport in Trinidad.
